I pulled my 
revolver and shot him. It knocked 1 — 
down. I waited a few seconds. He tu 
and started toward me and I sho hits 
again. Then he started to run towards his 
house, and, as he knew who I was, I did not 
want him to get to some one and —* who 
shot him. I overtook him, and, grabbin 
him by the back of the coat A alled 
him toward me and shot him twice n the 
head. He never spoke, but fell in a heap 
near the fence. I walked off and left my 
saddle; did not miss it until I reached Green 
Kavanau h and my two brothers in the 
road wait ng forme. When I got to them I 
told them had killed Dave Doty, and I 
made Green Kavanaugh get down on his 
knees and swear he would never teil who 
killed Doty, and if he did I would kill him 
before they got me. I killed Doty, but I 
don't want to be hung.“ 

A mob was organized immediately after 
Doty’s funeral, but its leaders were guided 
by the advice of the Circuit Judge and 
other officials and dispersed their follow- 
ing. The jail and court-house are barricaded 
but the lynching may occur later. Taylor's 
confession is corroborat his two 
brothers and Green Kavanaugh.

$240,000 WANTED. 

At a meeting of plundered property 
holders on Baston avenue Saturday 
night it was asserted by the chairman 
that there are many men- who Will pay 
any kind of a tax bill presented to them 
rather than go to the trouble of investi- 
gation or litigation; and this important 
truth was promptly accepted by the as- 
sembled protestants. 

This meeting was held for the purpose 
of discussing the practicability of bring- 
ing a suit to recover $240,000, or there 
about, which had been paid for the con- 
struction of the Vandéventer public 
sewer. The courts having decided that 
this sewer is not a distriet sewer, and 
that it should have been paid for by the 
city, these property-holders have begun 
to hope that they may get back their 
money. 

It seems that one obstinaté man, by 
refusing to pay his assessment on the 
sewer and by employing a lawyer, has 
brought about all this commotion among 
the property-holders of Vandeventer 
Sewer District No. 1. His victory ovér 
injustice, however, does not make cer- 
tain the righting of the wrong as to 
those who paid without protesting. The 
meeting held on Baston avenue Satur- 
day night should have been called be- 
fore any money was expended, but the 
robbery seems not to have been discdy- 
ered until the one obstinate man, at his 
own expense, had revealed the wicked- 
ness. 

At the meeting it developed that a 
petition had been circulated asking for 
this sewer. In the case decided in favor 
of the one obstinate taxpayer, nothing 
seems to have been known of the exist- 
ence of stich a petition, so that this doc- 
ument may cut an important figure in 
any litigation that may be started. 
Then, too, many of the present property- 
holders of the district have bought their 
ground since the sewer assessment was 
paid, and it remains to be seen whether 
the claim for reimbursement has passed 
A 
lawyer present at the meéting was in- 
clined to think that the new owners 
could not recover, but the chairman was 
of the opinion that their claim was good, 
the former owners, in selling the proper- 
ty, having Goubtless added to the pur 
chase price enough to cover the amount 
paid on the sewer, Considering the prices 
paid for property in the western part of 
the city, it certainly seems that every- 
thing has been added that could reason- 
ably be cttached to a purchase price. 

The result of the meeting was that a 
committee was appointed to . employ 
a lawyer to prepare an opinion as to the 
advisability @f bringing a suit. The suit 
must be brought against the city or the 
contractor, and as the latter is not likely 
to have so miuch as. $240,000 about him 
at the time the courts shall have done 
with the matter, the hopes of the claim- 
ants will be largely based on the chances 
of getting the amount from the city. 


FORRIGN-BUILT SHiPs. 
Oné of the most emphatic of President 
Cleveland’s recommendations is the repea) 
of the law refusing registry to foreign- 
built ships when owned by Americans, a 
provision which was never sustained by 
any principle of common sense or national 
necessity.
